Sherman, as secretary of the 
treasury, had opposed such a bill during the admin- 
istration of President Hayes, and Hayes, under the 
influence of his secretary of the treasury and 
the national banks, had vetoed the 
three per cent refunding bill which haa 
been passed by congress after much 
deliberation and much debate Aficr the defeat of 
this meastire by the veto of Hayes, Secretary Win- 
dom issued his private loan, giving his personal 
security, agreeing to pay 3'4 per cent upou a loan 
of about $600,000,000.) Bx-Secretary of the Treasury 
Sherman and ex-Secretary of Treasury Windom are 
both senators of the United States, and on the first 
flay of the session of the. senate in this congress 
John Sherman introduces a measure which 
kindly proposes that the government shall take this 
portion of Mr. Windom's private loan off his hands, 
assume Mr, Windom’'s personal obligation to the 
Amount of $300,000,000at a mite of interest some- 
What reduced, which is an interesting piece of sen- 
atorial courtesy from one ex-secretary Of the treas- 
ury to another. But this extraordinary bid must 
have been framed in the expectation thatgthe pres- 
ent enormous surplus revenues of the country are 
to be immediately and largely reduced so that 
moneys are to be piled up mselessly in the 
treasury, or that bonds no yet matured 
aud not soon to mature are to be purchased in open 
meurketata high premium. During the past fiscal 
year we paid $100,000,000 of the public debt. This 
year, atthe rate of taxation by internal revenue 
and tariff, we are likely to pay about $160,000,000 of 
the debt, The only bonds payable at the pleasure 
of the governmentare the 344 percents issued by 
Wimdom. The passage of Sherman's bill would 
very soon leave no bonds payable at the option or 
fenvenience of the United States.

Asa wey 
of attaining these ends, we offer the following res«- 
lutions : 

i. The president shall appoint nine members of 
the executive committee tor the ensuing year, and 
every cotton state shall give in the name of one 
member tothe president, but in defanlt of thei: 
doing so the president shall fill such vacancies, and 
five members shall constitute a quorum. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to compose a consti 
tition and by-laws for the association, or only one 
of the aforesaid if they deem it sufficient, which 
shall govern this organization until its next reguia 
meeting, and then shall be snbmitted tothe na- 
tional convention, It Shall compose a charter and 
by-laws to regulate a branch association in ever; 
cotton state and for every county. 

2. To constitute these branch organizations, the 
presiden: shall appoint a committee of four fo: 
every state, to Which shall be added the vice pre*!- 
dentof that state, who shall be ex-oflicio chairman 
of the committee, and this committee shall provide 
for a committee for every county, which shall con 
sist of a member from every township, or distri-t, 
or ward, 

The county committee shall convene a county con- 
vention at its discretion for organization, at which 
every planter or farmer who shall subseribe to the 
roll of membership and pay $1.00, which shall be 
an annual due, shall be a member, and may par 
ticipate in the proceedings and permanent organi: 
zation. 

After a eounty organization has been effected the 

convention shall electits permanent committee of 
one from each township, and the state convention 
which shall be convened as may be directed, sha! 
eleet its permanent committee, with the vice-presi- 
dent as chairman, 
3. A uniform day shall be appointed for all regu 
lar state meetings, and also for all regualr county 
meetings, and also for all regular township or ward 
meetings, 

4. After the organization as provided for in sec- 
tion 3 shall haye been effected, the chairman shal! 
publish as directed the days for township and 
county meetings, and the township meetings shall 
appoint delegates to the county conventions, the 
county conventions shall appoint delegates to the 
state conventions, and the state conventions shall 
appoint delegates to the national conventions. 

6. A due allowance shall be made for defraying 
the expenses of delegates to the state and national 
conventions, and the fees of $1.00 shall be divided 
between the state and national treasury as may be 


directed, 

7. The ‘tive committee is fur 
ther charged with establishing a system of 
cheeks and balaieces, and of vouchers and forms for 
the handling of association funds and for transact 
ing the business of the association. They shall fix 
the sularies of the employes of the association— 
restricted to a busis of industry and economy, and 
they shall pass upon every claim against the associa 
tion before the assoctation is paid. 

S. Eyérvy state shall have a permanent secretary, 
who shall be paid, and there must be, at least, one 
seeretary for the national association who must be 
paid, : 

y, The president and the executive committee are 
charged with the exeention of these duties, and of 
doing all else under these general directions that 
may be necessary for the good of the association. 
All laws or by-laws in conflict with these resolutions 
are hereby repealed. The president is ex-officio 
chairman of the executive committee. 

10. To put the foregoing into Operation the com 
mittee have started a subscription which will ac 
company this report. These funds, however, are to 
be considered in the light of a loan to be repaic 
whenever the association can do so without incon 
venience. {Signed} E. Richardson, chairman:

While itmay be scen from thesé and many other 
sources that the association has gained great prom 
inence, and is confidently expected to accomplish 
wouders, it is @ue to the public to say 
that we have never been in a_ position, from 
lack of funds, to do our greatest a or even in 
fact toapproacn the good results that would follow 
were we financially able to carry out our aims and 
intentions. As set forth in the charter and by- 
laws, the objects of the association are as follows; 

To develop all the material interest of the land- 
lord and laborer by the more scientific and economic 
cultivation of the soil; to urge on all classes inter- 
ested the absolute importance of a diyersity of 
crops, tothe end that we may bea self-sustaining 
country, and consequently that cotton -shall be- 
come a surplus instead of as now the only crop; to 
encourage the introduction. of all improved and 
labor-saving niachinery and farming havienents 
for the drainage of lands and handling of 
crops by competitive trials of the same _ be- 
fore competent. committees: to promote the 
selection and improvement of all kinds of planting 
seed; to foster the introduction of the best classes 
of live stock for breeding purposes; to enter into 
correspondence at once with various countries for 
the introduction of additional labor, and to keep 
prominently before the states embracedin this 
association, the absolute necessity of some united 
practical plan of immigration in which this associa- 
tion will co-operate; to be the medium through 
which parties interested may obtain information in 
regard to plantations, timber or cane lands for sale 
orrent. Andin general, toharmonize and concen- 
trate for the above purposes the efforts of all those 
engaged in the cultivation and sale of cotton, as 
well as those engaged in the manufacture of imple- 
mehts and machinery therefor, and forsuch other

From which it will be seen that the principles of 
the association are those that underlie the very ex 
istence of out ysperity, Wealth and progress, and 
that although in name acotton planters association, 
it isin facta farmers’ association of cotton planters 
endeavoring to make diversitied farming a success, 
and that this can be done we have anly to refer to 
the many planters who have made it a success, 

Tosum itallina nutshell, ouraim is tohave one 
head association or parent office, vith 
branch associations Ol pianters and 
farnrers in every county in the cot- 
ton states. These farmers’ associationsin the coun- 
ties are for the purpose of mecling together once a 
month and discussing matters relating to the craft 
of planting and embodying the result in reports to 
the parent oftice (furnished in blank) which shall 
vivean account of any improved implement, seed 
or fertilizer, condition of crops, ete. 

The reports from the branches shall be condensed 
by the parent office and given back in turn to every 
branch through the journal of the association and 
by letter, so that the planters of Texas, for illustra- 
tion, may be kept constantly posted as to what is 
going on in theirline of business in the Carolinas, 
and vice versa. Annual meetingt of the entire as- 
sociation with representatives + every branch 
are to be held in first one state and then another, at 
which there shall be exhibits and annual trials of 
farm machinery. With respect to local affairs or 
management of the branches the head office of the 
association claims nothing to do. 

In short, the parent office is one grand clearing- 
house or exchange for information received from 
the branches. When we consider of what impor- 
tance correct cotton reports are toa large portion 
of the colnmercial world, the benefit of such an or- 
ganization in this respect alone is incalculable, 
for itis well known that at preseut there is no data 
on the subject to be relied on, those who are said 
to be good authorities, differing to tee extent of 
one million. bales as to the crop. The price of cot- 
ton would advance five cents per pound to-day, it 
it; was definitely kmown that the crop now 
being gathered would not exceed 5,000,000 bales, 
and one eminent authority says it will be even less, 

Ii this isso,and one-half the crop has been al- 
ready guthered, the balance would bring $50,000.- 
000 overand above the price they would receive 
without this information. A very handsome protit 
to be given to speculators next March, after the 
planters have sold. Now,if any neighborhood or 
county of farmers and planters in the cetton states 
willsay that they are doing well enough; that their 
lands are producing as much as they should, and 
possess a fair, salable value, and all other condi- 
tionsare equally favorable, I might admit they 
had arrived atthe acme of intelligence and well- 
being, and did not need any information of the do- 
ings of their brother “pain or the outside world, 
aud werea law unto themselves, and had no use for 
a co-operative plauters’ association. 

But where is the country in the whole south 
whose lands will bring one-half their value and how 
many alas are they that have no sale at all and that 
are burdened with mortgages that under-our pres- 
ent anfortunate system can never be paid. 

On oue occasion I saw a team of what once had 
been very good mules worrying along a heavy mud 
roud,and evidently the worse for want of corn. 
and asked my friend with whom I was standing. 
and to whom it belonged, if it could be his brag 
team that was once the pride of the neighborhood. 
He replied, | know you are astonished to see them 
looking so badly, but the truth is they have got so 
many mortgages on them it makes them pvor to 
carry them. 

Now, my friends, thisis the condition of our 
couutry,and the man is recreant to himself and 
every trust who sees himself tting poorer every 
day, or even standing still, without an effort to bet- 
ter his condition, and I say to you the vital and un- 
dying principtes of this association are the only sal- 
vation of ourcountry by which a check can be 
placed and a change made in our ruinous systems 
of credit, share and tenant farming, and the bane 
of all, the raising of but one crop, cotton. 

Let all the agricultural associations in the cotton 
States, whether granges or not, place themselves in 
communication with us simply for the purpose of 
helping each other with information which could 
be done with Mttle or no cost, and try the experi- 
ment for one yearof co-operation, for we have no 
jealousy, and, on the contrary, only the best fee}- 
ings for all such associations. Our platform is 
broad enough for all to stand on, being without 
creed, nationality or poiitics, and with no secret 
meetings and no greasy poles to climb for initia-

wonder that the planter under such systems, pays 
so little or no attention to permanent improvement 
and adorninent of his home. You will say we 
agree with you, and if we could arrive at a wages 
system it would be best forall parties: best. for us 
because we could Keep our places in repair and 
bring our lands to a high estate of fertility and 
make What crops we choose and best for the laborer, 
because there could never be any ill feeling about 
accounts, he being paid every month according to 
his work, the planter retaining a part of the wages 
to insure carrying out the contract, and labor hav- 
ing lien on crop for deferred wages. 

[It is simply nonsense to tell us who Know that the 
preseut laborers of the south will ever geuverally 
become land owners. Land was sold to freedmen 
on the most favorable conditions without a dollar 
down, and with mules and provisions advanced 
forun entire year, and in ninety-nine cases out of 
the hundred it had to be taken back. 

Fartrom being averse to selling them land. it 
was, foraloug time, a delusive dream of many 
planters to sell their lands, and thus give the freed- 
men the same interest in the country that the white 
owner had, but every practical planter before me 
knows that, with rare exceptions, such sales have 
been failures. In justice to the colored man on 
this subject, I would say that in many cases it has 
only been the fault of his want of education which 
has made himan eusy prey to the local store-keep. 
er,and compelled him to give up his purehase- 
This lack of education still exists, how@ver, and 
must continue to exist for a long time to come, and 
we must contend with the problem as it is. 

The only way I see to solve the problem of in- 
creasing the value of their lands, giving our coun- 
try its due share of prosperity, is to interest capital- 
ists and have them furnish the money under some 
equitable adjustment of valuesand consolidate ten 
to fifty plantations or more under one manpage- 
ment with a cash system: diversifying farming, 
adopt the latest improvements for cultivating, 
ginning and packing cotton and erect central plan- 
tation cottou seed oil mills wherever most con- 
venient to the whole estate, andin tine adopt the 
same business system throughout that brings suc- 
cess to a railroad or factory.

In answer to those who ask; can you 
find capitalists who will join you in the enterprise, I 
would say, undoubtedly, yes, under proper condi 
tions and representations, and | now predict that in 
five years’ time one-third, if not half or more 
of the present cotton area will be cultivated in this 
manner, 

The convention should, 
to bring the advantages 
Capitalists of the world. 

This is co-operation, and I wish you to think now, 
my friends, of how all the great works of whe world 
have been accomplished by co-operation; of the 
great number of farmers clubs throughout the 
woritl, with theirlibraries of thousands of volumes, 
the statistics of which L gave in a previous address, 
and how few we have in the south. Is it not time 
flora change’ Should we not read more and try a 
little book tarming and other changes? I know 
many good farmers laugh at such suggestions and 
Mmagine they cannot be taught anything, but some- 
times they laugh in the wrong place, for instance, 
when all his neighbors, forty-six years ago, laughed 
at John Johnson, «a Scotch farmer of Geneva, N. Y., 
for importing drainage tiles from England, the first 
ever laidin America, and thought him crazy. In 
two years he was raising the finest crops in the 
country, and the laugh was turned. The most im- 
portant of allwork on a farm good drainage, 
Which is necessary to make large crops, and the 
next most important is the latest improved imple- 
ments for cultivating and handling thera w hen 
made. 

The question has been asked me, can cotton be 
made at 2', cents per pound, to which I would 
reply, thatthe pianter who raises everything he 
uses and makescotton an absolutely surplus money 
crop, can make more money at 2% cents, than the 
all-cotton planter can at 10 cents, do not think, 
however, cotton raising can be made remunerative 
whenever itisasurplus crop under 6 cents, and 
where itis not, at under 12 to 14 cents per pound. 
[ believe the present crop has cost 9 to 10 cents per 
pound, and that the next will cost even more, 
owing to the high price ofthe necessaries used in 
its making, and 1 would earnestly call the atteu- 
tion of planters to the importance of planting large- 
ly of grasses and grain this winter and spring, as of 
the greatest value in the economies of planting. 

Now, my friends, there are several things this 
convention should do. We should urge immigra- 
jion, leyisiation, and aid as a duty upon our states. 
We must ask the government to give us an experi- 
mental farm, under this association. 

We must ask it with no uncertain voice to make 
the United States commissioner of agriculture a cab- 
inet officer, and give him a fund of not less than 
$1,000,000 for the United States agricultural depart- 
ment, Which would then be far less than any other 
first-class government on earth gives to this impor- 
tant department, and far less than it needs for its 
great work, While on this subject I would mention 
that I have understood that southern members of 
Congress had defeated the Southern Pacitic bill, 
aud again the subsidy bill to establish a line of 
ships from New Orleans to South Awerica, and it 
has been intimated to me that the democrats would 
not vote to make the United States commissiouer of 
agriculture a cabinet officer and place more money 
in his departutent, for fear of adding strength to the 
party in power. For my part, gentlemen 
of the convention, I must say that 
I should deem any such action on the part 
of our friends on this subject a most misguided and 
mistaken policy. I take it ghat a broad and liberal- 
minded man, who is a true agriculturis: and true 
to his craft and a lover of it, and otherwise fit to be 
at the head of so important a department, would 
always be Conservative and add conservatism to any 
party. He should bea ppointed as a conservative 
and known tobe a conservative in politics. A man 
may be adecided republican ora decided democrat 
and still be conservative, and such a man I believe 
to be the distinguished occupant at present of that 
office, and who to-day is our honored guest, the 
Hon. George B. Loring, the first United States com- 
missioner of agriculture, let us hope, ever nmadea 
cabinet officer. 

I would state, under the laws of Mississippi*the 
National cotton planters’ association is empowered 
to issue $100,000 stock, and that we have placed the 
par value of the shares very low, in order that ev- 
erybody who feels sufficient interest may subscribe 
and assistin the great work of regenerating our 
country. 

If there still lingered in the minds of any one 
present the vestige of a doubt in regard to the ca- 
pability and earnestness of the south in the race of 
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a overs pers of America, it Res surely } nore 
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and euterprises now being constructed in everysec- 
tion. but by the living and inexorable facts of the 
great exposition, by which we are surrounded to- 
day. Whathas brought about this one of the most 
wonderful industrial exhibitions of its kind ever 
attempted before in she world. and caused it to be 
situated away down here in Dixie, surrounded by 
cotton fields, and far remote from tbe denser hives 
of humanity’ 

Hiave these enterprising exhibitors brought their 
various products and machinery here, spent thonu- 
sands of dollars and months of time for an idle 
show or in mere vahity? Has this great body of 
representative men before me left their plantation 
and vast business interests of all kinds to come here 
for a pastime and without a purpose? 

Ah no! doubly thrice no! My friends, the 
exposition isa world’s recognition at last of what 
has heretofore been an undiscovered country to 
enterprise and capitalin its wide and true sense; 
7 e exhibitors but follow the instinct of true en 
terprise the world over iu bringing their wares thus 
prominently before acountry that must become in 
the future far greater customers than they Have 
ever been in the past. 

As the exposition is to the world of mechanics, so 
this convention is to the world of thought, the one 
isincomplete without the other, indeed the one is 
the complement of the other. 

Has the exposition done its part? Has it brought 
together the inanufacturers of all kindsoi agricul 
turalimplements and machinery and textile fab- 
rics”?

Let us then far from allowing the iconolasts and 
tricksters of the day to take from us this eS 
heri‘age of good manners by ridiculing and calling 
them vulgar; rather teach the youth of ourcountry 
that they can have no higher aim than to cultivate, 
emulate and be proud of the plantation manners 
of Washington, which at least my frieuds are only 
those of the cultivated gentleman throughout the 
world,
